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BE Heras Proviſion of Graſs, Hay & Oats hath hitherto been made by the State,for 
IM the Horſe & Dragoons in Ireland, & the price for the ſamededucted from their 
MW / / Monthly Entertainment, and whereas a Council of Officers have made it 
WF their deſire, That for the future the care of providing the ſame may be left 
2 WV. SE tothem, and the Moneys formerly diſcounted 1n lieu thereof, as aforeſaid, be 
CT paidtothe Aon-Commiſſioned Officers and Souldiers of Horſe and Dra- 
goons : It is therefore hereby Ordered , That the Commiſſioned Officers of Horſe and Dra- 
goons 1N Ireland, do take care, that Hay be timely provided for VVinter ſtore, and likewiſe ta 
provide grazing for the Horſe under their reſpective Commands; the ſame to be done by the 
ſaid Officers, without intrenching upon any mans particular propriety , ſuch Officers and 
Souldiers giving full ſatisfation tothe Qwners of ſuch land where they ſhall graze their Horſe, 
or mow any. Ground for Hay. And whereas the aforeſaid ſtore of Hay is to be provided at 
one ſeaſon for the whole VV inter Quarter : The ſaid Lord Deputy and Council (in order to 
the enabling the ſaid Officers timely to providethe ſame) dohereby Order, That the Auditor 
General for the Army, do prepare VV arrants for impreſſing (by way of advance) on the Mu- 
ſter to be taken of the Army in eAay next, fourteen days pay for the Horſe and Dragoons. ; 
who is alſo hereby required to cauſe an equal deduction of the ſame to be made Monthly from 
the pay of the Horſe ana Dragoons, from the ſaid Muſter in May, to the Muſter in eAZarch fol- 
lowing. Andin order to the accommodating the ſaid Officers with conveniencie of grazing, 
and of Graſs, for making of Hay : It is further Ordered, That the Commiſſioners General do 
take care that the ſaid Officers be admitted Tenants to ſuch grazing Lands and Meadows, be- 
longing to the Common-wealth, and undiſpoſed of, as in each part will be neceſſary for the 
grazing their Horſe and making of Hay accordingly. | 
And itis further Ordered, That if any. Officer or Souldier, ſhall, under pretence of making 
of Hay, or grazing their Horſe, impreſs, moleſt, or diſtugþ any Country man, his ſervants or 
horſes, or ſhall make uſe of them, or of his or their Lands, without paying or giving due fatis- 
faction for the ſame; that then, on due proof thereof, ſuch Offenders are to be proceeded againſt 
according to the cuſtom of Law Martial : of which the eAdvocat General for the «4 rmy, and 
all others concerned are to take notice, Dated at Dublin the 12. of earch, 1654;
